The Governor in his review 
of the year’s events at Inst 
Wednesduy's Budget mect- 
ing suggested that an official 
miscalculation — had oc: 
curred: earlier it was be- 
eved that Government had 
reached the half-way mark 
with about 800,000 re- 
aettied nnd the sume num- 
ber awalting necom: 
modstion. Now — almost 
double this number, or 
nearly 600,000 people are 
found to ‘be shanty dwellers, 
How could such a large 
discrepancy occur? 


HERE may be a more con- 

vincing explanation of the 
big Incrense in the wide 
publicity that the resettle- 
ment scheme has received 
in recent months. One hun- 
-dred-- blocks, a schemo 
unique in Asin, rock-bottom 
rentals: these are a few of 
tthe outstanding features of 
the programme which have 
made headlines in the local 
press. And many who were 
not squatters previously but 
lived abominably with their 
families - in outrageously 
“small “bedspaces may have 
been lured to build huts in 
tho hills in the hope that 
within a few years they 
would be resettled in the 
ubiquitous concrete H- 
blocks. 


They may also have been en- 
couraged to do so by the 
announcement that while 
Government plans to re- 
house stum dwellers at the 
rate of 20,000 a year, re- 
settlement accommodation 
only slightly, inferior and 
at lower rents, is to be 
built to house five times 
that number each year. 

We assume it is Govern- 

* ment’s firm Intention to end 
the evil of theso unhygienic, 
rickety, inflammuble settle- 
ments as s00n 08 asible’ 
and it might be wisest to 
employ the Census Bureau 
or tho Resettlement Depart- 
ment to make a suryey of 
the squatter population, 
list the names of cvery 
Nndividual squatting, 
“froezo" the waiting list, 
resettle them area by area, 
and finally announce thot 
newcomers will be loft on 
‘the hills,

17-storey building scheme in Nathan 
Road, Kowloon and has awarded $1 
million in compensation. 


This morning the Tribunal 
announced ‘ts decision on the 
first phase of tho $14 millon 
project which alms to demolish 
the existing Wing Lok Bullding 
35-39 Nathan Road, and replice 
Lt with 85 shops and 749 tlats 
in a new building. 

At the same lume the Preai- 
dent of the Tribunal, Mr J, E. 
Dargan, said the ‘Tribunal could 
not assume the dutics of a 
‘Town Planning Board and “' at 
wil) probably Emme as a surprise 
to members of the public to 
hear that such an importaut 
scheme hos rot been beforo a 
Town Planniug Board, The 
plans have merely bean ap- 
provid by tho Builaing “Au- 
thority," sald Mr Dargan, 

He sald that the | ‘fribunal 
comprised o Magistrate and two 
lay members, i Au-yeUune 
Mick Fung,..and Major ,.A., 
Broude) drawn from the busi 
ness community, with no speci- 
olised town-planning qualitica- 
tions whatever, 

They had to be satisfied that 
the project was in the public 
interest, 

Mr Dargon spoke of the 
stremuous opposition raised 
against the scheme proposed by 
the Ming Man Land Investment

“That the tenants should be 
loud in opposition is not sur- 
prising. They enjoy very valu- 
able property at very low rents. 
The premises are centrally 
situated in the busiest part of 
Kowloon. and are in good 
structural condition. 

“An application to’ knock 
down. such bulldings clearly 
places a strong onus on the 
shoulders of the applicant com- 
pony. ‘They have to satisfy, the 
‘Tribunal that the scheme ‘fs in 
the public interest, and we must 
look on the scheme os a whole, 

“We are told that thero will 
be 85 new shops and 749 flats, 
tho latter designed to sult the 
white-collar population of’ the 
$500-$700 income group. There 
jy a demand for accommodation 
of the type proposed. 

“The hardships to tenants to 
be dispossessed can be partly 
.allevinted: by payment of com- 
pensation. 

“While we should have pre- 
ferred a more dignified bulld- 
ing, providing more spacious ac- 
commodation and more sulted 
to Tsimshateus, nevertheless 
we do not propose to refuse 
exemplion.” 

Counsel appearing for oppos- 
ing tenonts had described the 
flats as “concrete match-boxcs” 
and said that the building 
would turn fn important and 
attractive ‘tourist ‘cantre ~ into 
a slum.

For soberly-dressed, ~~ pipe- 
smoking Sir Oliver, chairman of 
Floyds Benk, Univernssy Der, 
Philosopher, Clvil Servant, Din- 
lomat,, {8 a non-conformist In 
religion and in the hierarchy of 
British publle life. 


Conslder «his present position 
ot Chairman of Lloyds. Normal- 
ly such posts are reserved. for 
former generals, and it was un- 
heard of for directors of one 
of the “Big Five" Banks to clect 
as their boss a man whose sym- 
pathies have tended in the 
slightest degree to the left. 


Yet, atthe age of 48, Sir 
Oliver, who had had no connec- 
tlon ‘with the City or with 
finance, wis cledied straight 
away as Deputy Chalrman of 
Lloyds and on thg undors.and- 
ing that he would sucotod the 
then chalrmon, Lord Balfour 
of Burleigh, who was to roure 
the following year. 


.Later he added another ‘top 
banking post to his lis; of Joos, 
becoming 6 director of the Bark 
of London and South America. 
He fs also a director of an In- 
surance firm and of a property 
company. 


FAME AT LAST 


Yet even ‘these crcccmplish- 
ments are not out of character 
of this man of many parts. He is 
the only temporary civil servant 
to become Permanent Secretary 
of his department and he was 
appointed Britain's Ambassador 
to the United States without 
ever having been in the diplo- 
matic service. — 


The first 12 years of Sir 
Oliver’s working Ife were spent 
in the important but unspecta- 
culor role of lecturing in_philo- 
sophy, first at Queen's College, 
Oxford—where he had studicd 
on coming up from _ Bristol 
Grammar School—aond then in 
Chicago and Glasgow.

The Front 


The extension {to Central 
Pollee Station was held up the 
same year owing to the non- 
arrival of certain stecl require 
ments from England. (Due, 
of, course, to the ammunition 
drive for the Western Front.) 


However, if the disaster of 
total war passed the Colony 
during the yeurs 1014/18, dis- 
aster, always | {mminent in 
Hongkong, struck with savage 
fury. It was on February 26, 
1918, the day of the Hongkong 
Derby, The matshed stands were 
full, and the crowd excited and 
restless, 


Suddenly o stand collapsed, 
and then others, the straw roof 
of one falling upon a covking 
stove, In a moment the accident 
had become a holocaust, 2 rav- 
ing inferno of fury. Thousands 
strugeled beneath the flames 
ond the shrieks of fear are still 
heard by matty who are still 
in the Colony, and were down 
ot the races that day, 


Hundreds died a fearful death. 
(Note! As I revise this, 1 find 
that the recent accidents at. the 
Race Course have occasioned 
the performing of certain rites 
to placate the spirits of those 
who died upon the Course, - 1 
find much mention, especially 
in the Chinese Press of the 
awful tragedy I briefly describe). 


On December 11, 1918, . Mr 
Messer left the Police Force to 
uct ns Colontal Treasurer, and 
Mr Edward Dudley Corseaden 
Wolfe was appointed in his 
place, 


Mr Wolfe inherited the usual 
run of incidents and crime. 
Armed robberies, Trinds, and the 
Hke, the tale which has been so 
often told already. In May, 1019, 
the Pojice Recreation Club in 
Happy Valley was opened, This 
was the first effort made towards. 
the Police Welfare In any mark- 
ed degree. 


Old school — 


On March 1, 1902, the Police 
Training. School replaced the old 
Police School. * 


The old school was started In 
1869, and was staffed by an 
English mister and two Indlan 
masters from the Educntion De- 
partment. Strange as {it must 
seem: to us now, the object was 
merely to obtain some degroe of 
literacy in the Police Force. 


At first, the dld school was a 
voluntary instltule, becoming 
compulsory for all of 
the Force who lived within walk- 
Ing distance of Central, where 
tho School existed. in 1672. 


“With the Lopening of the 
Police Traiiiti¢ School, the Pollee 
School was closed, : 


The Principal of the Pollce 
Training School was Inspector. W. 
CG. Gerrard. He has o consider- 
able staff of Chinese ond Indian 
feachers, with an English ‘Drilt 
Instructor, and: one Indian and 
ohe Chinese Sergeant Major.

‘The most unintelligent thing a 
person can do is lo pontiicate 
upon an event of forty years ago 
with a 1060 ethic, Judging now, 
the demands of the seamen seem 
pitifully modest, Judging then, 
with the Red-bogey much in 
evidence withthe murder of the 
Russian Royal family new in 
memory, this seemed the thin 
edge of the wedge. 


The strike dragged on de~ 
cause, as was usttal by ancient 
customs. the leaders themselves 
avere not evident, but kept send- 
ing go-betweens. It is very 
evident to the present writer that 
the Teal leaders were Jn Canton 
where they were Instructed by 
Soviet obseryers who, on instruc- 
tions from the Third Interna- 
tional or Comintern, were 
instructing everywhere on the 
theory and practice of revolu- 
tlon and re-establishment, 


‘The Hongkong Government 
tleclared the Union filegal in, 
Hongkong, On February 1, 
1922, the Hongkong Police 
interfered when violerice and 
intimidation, In keeping with 
the new theorles, were used to 
pult the ‘stevedores and coolles 
Into the strike. 


Am appeal 


Various well-meaning, but 
totally ignorant public bodics 
tried to seltle the trouble, but 
foildd, because, they were tin~ 
aware of the new forces sweep- 
ing the ranks of the worlcers. 


Then the Chinese made an 
appeal which never tails—ond 
has succeeded right wp to this 
moment. ‘The appcal was nbove 
all theories, Marxion or other~ 
wise, It was the Chinese ap- 
pealing to the Chinese, That 
did it, Out on strike came the 
servants, the butchers, the 
bakers. This threatened to leave 
the Colony hungry. 


The Governor.- in - Council

‘the Colony, 


For instance, the student closs 
was fed upon such stuff which 
was well calculated to arouse 
{ts emotions. Yet even then, it 
was old, ond not dissimilar from 
that which aroused China at the 
end of the nineteenth. century. 
China's humiliation at 
hands of the forelgner, almost 
word for word, the kind of 
atuff.ueed today. 


It succeeded, og did the more 
superstitious stulf given to the 
masses, together with the never 
fail, “have and’ have-not,” Ine, 
But’ all classes were united by 
one rallying ery, “O Chinese.” 


This, I say, was extremely 
clever, for every class respond~ 
ed to the call, But on the other 
hand, !t proved ‘both the power 
and the intelligence of the 
Third International who struck 
through -the best organised and 
wildest ‘Trade Unions, 
they were the Hol Yuen and 
the Association of Labour 
Unions, Although both of these 
Unions were composed of 
{Mterate members for the most 
part, the Intelligentsia orgamis- 
€d the political theory and 
action departments. 


Rumours 


In June, 1925, political agita~ 
tors from Canton ond Shanghal 
were in the Colony addressing 
meetings, but they were afraid 
to strike because they had no 
place to retreat to, should they 
lose the first round—for Canton 
was in the hands of the 
Yannanese and Kwongsi Forces.
